What It Comes To 


Hon. W. D. Herridge, brother-in-law of Mr, 
Bennett and former Canadian minister at Wash- 
ington, has declared war upon Prime Minister 
King and Hon. Dr. Manion, leader of the Con- 
servative party. Mr. Herridge, according to his 
speech at Ottawa, would rout out both the old 
parties because of their “reaction” and would 
have the government taken over by a new 
“Progressive” party standing for something Mr. 
Herridge refers to as the New Democracy, The 
movement is to work through the ballot box, 
Mr. Herridge says that the new party will fight 
the next general election and have a candidate in 
every seat. Organization work is already being 
done. One gathers from this speech that it will 
not be necessary to sever oneself from present 
political principles provided one is in agreement 
with the aims and outlook of the New Democracy. 
A C.C.F. man might be the New Democracy can- 
didate in one seat, a Social Creditor in another, a 
progressive Liberal in another, a Conservative, 
tired of the reactionary spirit of his party, might 
be selected for another seat. The test would be 
whether they would pledge themselves to get rid 

of the present Liberal and Conservative parties 
and set up a new government that would go to 
work to “reform” the whole Canadian scene. 
The object of the new party would be to give a 
new and fair deal to all. Prices of products and 
wages would be fixed so that the producer would 
have a good living out of what he had to sell and 
the worker would have enough wages to enable 
him to buy. Stripped down to fundamentals the 
policy appears to be the New Deal as it appeared 
in the United States under N.R.A. Most of this 
price-fixing policy has already been scrapped in 
the United States, where other means are now 
being tried to bring about prosperity.—Regina 
Leader-Post. 


The Outlook In Europe 
By Joe Alex Morris, United Press News Editor 


Europe has about an even chance of avoid- 
ing war in 1939. That is the off-the-record 
opinion of diplomats who have given their views 
to United Press correspondents abroad in num- 
erous private conversations in the five months 
since the peace of Munich. 

A composite of those views, as contrasted to 
public declarations which necessarily are 
colored by political considerations, would be 
something like this: 

Fundamentally, the question of war or peace 
depends on whether the so-called dictatorial 
nations—Germany, Italy and Japan—are seek- 
ing merely equality with the democratic bloc 
or whether they expect to dominate the world 
by force. 

There may be threats and counter-threats, 
international crises and economic wars, but in 
the broad pattern of peace that issue is most 
likely to be the “fighting line” on which the 
great powers will stand in the coming months. 

At Munich five months ago, the struggle of 
the dictatorial or “have not” nations for a 
greater share in the world’s wealth built up a 
war hysteria that came close to starting a major 
conflict. Since Munich, the fundamental under- 
lying causes of tension have continued and, in 
some ways, have been intensified. 

Thus, the reason or basis of conflict remains 
as great or greater than before the four big 
European powers met at Munich. But there is 
this difference—the nations forming what we 
call the democratic front have armed to resist. 

This has re-established the European balance 
ef power, which had been top-heavy in favor of 
Britain and France for more than a decade after 
the World War, but which swung suddenly in 
favor of Germany and Italy after 1935 because 
of the peculiar circumstances surrounding crea- 
tion of a great Nazi air force. 

There has been a powerful reflection of this 
situation in the increasingly stern statements 
made publicly by leaders of the democratic bloc. 
Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain, who made 
an umbrella an international symbol, never 
approaches the mystical oratorical utterances of 
Nazi Fuehrer Adolf Hitler or the sword-rattl- 
ing of Fascist Premier Benito Mussolini, who has 
boasted of “ten million bayonets” as the basis of 
Italy's strength. 

But in the House of Commons recently, the 
British Prime Minister referred with satisfaction 
to the tight alliance now uniting Britain and 
France, to the progress of British re-armament. 
He quoted from Shakespeare: “Come the three 
corners of the world in arms, and we shall shock 
them.” 

In the British manner, that is about as close 
to sword-rattling as tradition permits. 

All of these factors, however, appear on the 
surface to be preparations not for peace but for 
war. It is only by looking behind the stage 
settings that diplomats justify their estimate of 
a 50-50 chance for avoiding conflict this year. 

There are three main dangers of war under 
the present circumstances. 

First, a “preventative war” by the powerful 
democratic nations on the ground that it is 
necessary to crush the dictatorships now in order 
to avoid being crushed later. This possibility 
is exceedingly remote but it has been sensation- 
alized by the Nazi-Fascist press to a point where 
Chamberlain has felt it necessary to deny such 
a development in unusually emphatic terms. 

Second, an accidental frontier clash that 
would touch off the highly developed prepara- 
tion for war against the will of all concerned. 

Third, an international explosion in one of 
the dictatorial nations that would force that 
nation’s leaders to attempt a risky military 
adventure in order to remain in power at home, 

The question is whether Britain and France 
have brought or can bring their armed strength 
up quickly enough to make military adventur- 
ing too risky for the Nazi-Fascist partnership. 

This spring may swing the 50-50 balance 
one way or the other.

And his form 
of salutation is “Thar ye go agin; sittin’ down 
and a-readin’ of them thar yeller-back, Billy- 
be-damned novils!” 

Nations are inerely aggregations of people. 
It’s curious to see that the Germans in United 
States show no more appreciation of public opin- 
ion than did their race a generation back when 
they sank the Lusitania—ahd brought America 
into the war. 

The German-American Bund recently held 
a mammoth meeting in Madison Squgre Ger- 
dens, New York, with 3,000 uniformed Storm 
Tropers, to celebrate Washington's birthday and 
whoop for Hitler, Mussolini and Father Coughlin, 
the radio priest. 

It took 1,700 police to protect the Nazis from 
the crowds who thought the Nazi eulogy of 
Washington an insult to fredom.

These American Nazis had their meeting, of 
course, They paraded their Storm Troopers. 
They uttered their eulogies of Nazism. But 
what follows? People who fully agree that 
Fascists have a right to protection in a de- 
mocracy, are asking “What would happen in 
Germany or Italy if 20,000 
Liberals with 3,000 uniformed 
toughs were to hold a meeting 
to uphold enemies of the 
State?” Editorial writers looking up the Con- 
stitution, find that private uniformed armies are 
not allowed—are indeed regarded as enemies of 
the nation. 

From Harvard University, Prof. Percy W. 
Bridgman, premier physicist, world authority 
on pressures and author of many learned works 
on physics and thermo-dynamics, has announced 
that he will refuse to admit to his laboratory or 
to his counsel, scientific visitors from the totali- 
tarian states. 

He writes: “Many scientists have been pro- 
foundly disturbed by recent revelation of the 
implications of totalitarian philosophy. There 
would seem not to be room on the same planet 
for totalitarian states and states in which the 
freedom of the individual is recognized. 

“I have decided from now on, not to show 
my apparature or discuss my experiments with 
the citizens of any totalitarian state. A citizen 
of such a state is no longer a free individual, but 
he may be compelled to engage in any activity 
whatever to advance the purposes of the state.... 

“These states have thus annulled the grounds 
which formerly justified and made a pleasure of 
the free sharing of scientific knowledge between 
individuals of different countries. A self-re- 
specting recognition of this altered situation de- 
mands that this practice be stopped.” 

Dr. Bridgman says his decision is for the dual 
purpose “of making more difficult the misuse of 
scientific information by these states, and of 
giving individual opportunity to express abhor- 
rence of their practices.” 

This action of Professor Bridgman is likely to 
be followed by other leading scientists in the 
democratic countries.

MONTREAL, March 10—Lacrosse, 
a trip over the Chaudiere Rapids on 
| a log raft, lumbering operations and 
| war canoe races were amongst the 
| diversions offered by Ottawa to the 
| last royal couple to visit Canada. 
And, by way of refreshment after 


a strenuous morning, the Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York, 
father and mother of H. M. King 
George VI, were regaled with 
“homemade bread, pork and beans, 
washed down by strong black tea 
—without milk.” 

This typical lumberman’s fare 
was served in a log shanty specially 
built near Rockliffe. Correspond- 
ents of English papers who accom- 
panied the Royal train in 1901, 
writing in the somewhat stilted 
style of that day, pointed out that 
a meal more in keeping had “been 
prepared in a pavilion but that the 
Duke and Duchess democratically 
insisted upon sampling the “vin du 
pays” of the backwoods—‘“strong, 
black tea—without milk!” 

The “Times” correspondent, faith- 
fully recording the occasion, wrote: 
“Their Royal Highnesses enjoyed 
the meal very much, eating heartily 
from plates in their laps.”

ambitions. He was caught groping for light, serenity, and 


education and ridiculed for it. 


He probably never knew it, 


but he was paying the penalty for violating a popular con- 
en nhaadnes Teale st shaent dal 


cept—that of the pugilist. 

The only serious mistake he 
ever made in his career was when 
he let his managers, for publicity, 
trade on his genuine appetite for 
education and beauty. Again we 
ali mistook the real Tunney for 
the false, and the false for the 
real. We kidded him nearly to 
eblivion about Shakespeare and 
books because we thought it was 
& phony pose. 

But that wasn’t the part that was 
phony. That was real. It was the 
pugilist that was false. Tunney was 
always an artificial fighter. He 
never in all his career in the ring 
made a natural movement. For 
that very reason he was one of the 
most correct fighters the ring has 
ever known and one of the best 
boxers. He only lost one fight in 
his entire career, and that, properly 
enough, to unorthodoxy. He was 
soundly thrashed by the wholly 
unpredictable Harry Greb. But it} 
is an indication of Tunney’s mental 
capacity and powers of study that 
he demanded a return fight with 
ibe and reversed the decision. 


DUCATION BY GULPS 


Certainly Tunney overplayed his 
rapidly acquired learning, but no 
more than any college sophomore. 
He was so avid for education that 
he never bothered with selection. 
He took it all in, in great gulps 
He took so much in that some of it 
had to spill over. This phase would 
have been unnoticed had he been 
on a campus. But he was by choice 
and profession a prizefighter, and 
the effect against that background 
Was comic and sometimes evén a 
little pathetic, had any of us been 
attuned to pathos. 

| 


When the typical denizen of the 
fight world said bitterly: “That 
Tunney! Thinks we're not good 
enough for him...” he was quite 
right. It was exactly what Tunney 
thought. And they weren't good 
enough, either, but I don't believe 
Tunney ever lost much time 
brooding over it, because it 
doesn't take much to be better 
than the average citizen of Cauli- 
flower Alley. 

He was accused of base ingrati- 
tude to the fine game that had made 
him, because he had the intelli- 
gence and strength of character to 
escape from it before boxing had a 
chanee to exhibit its usual form of | 
gratitude to the men who partici-| 
pate in it—jiggly legs, stuttering | 
tongue, failing sight, and an empty 
purse. 


SCIENTIFIC WORKMAN 

Tunney was thoroughly 
tacular in the ring, but he was 
workmanlike and efficient. Boxing | 
actually is a science, and Tunney 
studied it from that angle. If there 
was any truth in the scientific 
angle, it could, with study, applica- 
tion, and practice, be made to serve 
his purpose 

Fighters like Dempsey and Joe 
Louis and others too numerous to 


unspec- 


list are natural battlers. Their 
styles are developed from within 
themselves and suited to their 


physical abilities and temperaments, 
and all of them have weaknesses 
which eventually prove their un- 
doing. 

It is safe to say that in the ring 
Tunney had no weaknesses. He 
made occasional mistakes—vide the 
time Dempsey put him down in 
that historical eighth round in Chi- 
cago; but no one is ever perfect. 
His style was correct by the book. 
When he knocked men out as he did 
Carpenter and Tom Gibbons and 


A Flavor 
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Tom Heeney, it was because he hit 
them so often compared to the num- 
ber of times they were able to hit 
him that eventually they collapsed 
from the accumulative and numb- 
ing effect of steady punishment. 


He would have knocked Demp- 
sey out both times in Philadelphia 
&s well as Chicago, had the fights 
gone fifteen rounds instead of 
ten. Dempsey was on the verge of 
collapse at the end of each fight. 

Before he was ever matched with 
Dempsey for the title, Tunney once 
said to Ned Brown, a newspaper- 
man: “I've seen Dempsey fight and 
I was impressed with his lack of 
knowledge of boxing. He knows so 
little about the science of boxing 
that I'll surely knock him out if I 
ever get the opportunity to fight 
him. i'm not saying that Dempsey 
is not a great fighter. He is just 
that, a great natural fighter, but 
I'm certain that I can outbox him 
He's got to hit you to beat you, and 
he won't hit me—that is, not with 
any of the pile-driver punches that 
he has landed on the others. He 
couldn't do much with Tom Gib- 
bons. I knocked out Gibbons, and 
Dempsey couldn't. IT know I'm a) 
faster and straighter hitter than | 
Dempsey. Jack never was much 
of a stayer. By that I mean he/| 
fights so fast in the early part of | 
the bout that he tires quickly. Gen- | 
erally by the time he tires he has | 
the other fellow all in too. Witness | 
the Willard and Dempsey fight. | | 
Jack was alrnost as all in at the | 
finish as Willard was. When he | 
fights me he'll not be hitting me, | 
and I will be hitting him—and hit- | 
ting him hard, too. 
course, if I'm ever lucky enough to 
meet him in the ring.” 


THE LOUD LAUGH 

That sort of talk drew loud and 
raucous laughter from the cognos- 
centi and experts. But the inter- 


view was an exact description of | 
what actually happened when Tun- | 
ney and Dempsey did meet bar: | 
ting the knockout. And the bar. | 
was too short for that. Dempsey 
could not have gone two more 
rounds in Philadelphia. 

Tunney left nothing to chance. 
His style was orthodox and correct, 
straight left-hand leads and straight 
right-hand crosses delivered from} 
the shoulder, the fastest punch there | 
is and one that will always beat a| 
hooker. Schmeling used it to beat 
hooker Louisin °37. Tunney worked | 
for years hardening his hands, 
chopping trees, doing manual labor, 
strengthening the bones, pickling 
them in brine to harden the skin, | 
because they were the weapons of | 
his trade. Three fourths of the| 
fighters in the business know 
nothing about taking care of their 
hands and as the result lose thou- 
sands of dollars annually through 
being laid up with injuries to their 
knuckles, thumbs, or wrists. 

Tunney was the only fighter I 
ever knew who spent hours on 
the road, practicing running 
backwards, because when a 
fighter goes into retreat in the 
ring, he moves in that direction 
and that direction only. His 
famous retreat from Dempsey 
and a certain knockout after he 
got up off the floor in Chicago 
may have been unromantic, but 
it was effective and masterly. He 
was prepared for it. 

His care of his body was as effi- 
cient as his study of the art of self- 
defense. He knew that without con- 
dition and perfect training he could 
not carry out the manoeuvres de- 
manded by the science for survival 
and victory. He also knew that he 
must always be in shape to with- 
stand punishment, as the boxer has 
not yet been born who can go into 
a fifteen-round fight, carry any 
kind of an attack, and not have to 
take a certain amount of punches. 
Tunney took as few as was humanly 
possible. 


FINAL TEST 

The night before he broke his | 
camp at Stroudsburg, Pennsylvania, 
in the Pocono Mountains, where he 
trained for his first fight with 
Dempsey, he did a thing that was 
characteristic. And he did it prac- 
tically in privacy. Only one or two 
of the boxing-writers were there. 
What was the use of too much cov- 
erage? He was going to be knocked 
out by Dempsey anyway. 

Tunney in his final workout 
took on three of his best sparring 
partners for a round each and 
never let a punch go the entire 
time, but contented himself 
merely with blocking, slipping, 
and ducking punches, 

I had a little boxing-writer on 
the job down there by the name of 
Jackie Farrell. Farrell reported to
